The key question after all 
is not so much what should be done for the 
nation s prestige but what is essential for 
its ultimate defenses.

the Russians, and the sooner the better. 
But at the same time the fight for survival 
could be lost elsewhere. 
The Wall Street Journal points out that

WASHINGTON (JU - You never 
would have guessed during the 
1956 presidential campaign that it 
could happen.

Stevenson 
became a guide for the man he 
called "an unguided missile" in 
1956, Secretary of State Dulles. 
That was quite a campaign last 
year. 
Dulles himself kept quiet while 
Stevenson blasted President Eisen­ 
hower and secretary on foreign 
policy and Eisenhower replied in 
kind. 
Actually the ELsenhower-Dulles 
and Stevenson 
differences were 
more of degree than of kind. The 
campaign oratory magnified them. 
The three men have the same 
general view of foreign policy. 
They disagree 
more on details 
than on general needs. 
Time passes. This country needs 
to find ways to strengthen its ties 
with its allies in NATO—the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
And the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion, wanting support from Dem­ 
ocrats as well as 
Republicans, 
asked Stevenson to help out as a 
consultant. 
Stevenson will work without pay.
